HON, JOHN ALGEN, ancestor of most persons bearing the name ALDEN in this 
country, was one of the PLYMOUTH PILGRIMS, and the last male survivor cf those 
who came in the MAYFLOWER in 1620. He was not of Leyden Church, but, as 
Bradford in his "HISTORY OF PLYMOUTH PLANTATION" informs us,"was hired for a 
cooper at SQUTHHAMPTON, ENGLAND, Where the ship victualeds’ and being a 
hopefully young man was auch desired, but left to his own liking te go or stay 
when he came here; but stayed and maryed here. * 


Undoubtly he was of early English stock. The nage was well known at the tige 
of the NORMAN invasion in 1046. In Doomsday Book, the record of the census 
ordered by the CONQUEROR in 1084, the names Alden, Aliden, Aldene and Aldenus, 
appear in nearly all the counties that felt most iapress of the Danish 
invaders in the ninth century. Many of them are written as "tennants in 
capite’, that is, as holding land as directly from the King, and many more as 
having been land-owners in the time of Edward, the Confessor, or succeeding 
years, 


He lived in Plymouth until his resoval to Duxbury in 1627 te the farm at “Eagle 
Tree Point" about eight miles distant from Plymouth. 


When Miles Standish wife died Jchn Alden when he went ask Priscilla if she 
would consider marriage to Miles Standish.. Priscilla apparently liked John 
Alden the best and is said to have said in a tremulous voice "WHY DON’T YOU 
SPEAK FOR YOURSELF, JOHN?'" 


Priscilla Molines# or Mullens dau of William Molines survived the first winter 
that the Pilgrims arrived but her parents did not, nor did her brothers and 
servant, It is supposed that the Molines were French Hugenots. fr Molines 
left a will and it was proved in Dorking Co.,Surrey England. He left a aarried 
daughter in England..Sara Blunder, also his son Williar was to have his fathers

He came on the ship 
FORTUNE as a single man, being granted an acre in 1623, and was possibly a 
minor when he emigrated as it was not until 1633 that he became a freeman. 
Edward Winslow stated that "Sieonson was a child of one that was in communion 
with the Dutch Church at Leyden" (Good News from New Englanc).

EDMUND WESTON the progenitor of that portion of the WESTON family who settled 
in PLYMOUTH COLONY, cape to Boston in the ship ELIZABETH and ANN and settled in 
the town of DUXBURY in the year 1435. In the passenger list his age is put at 
thirty years. There is a tradition that in the oid country his trade was a 
thresher of grain. Soon after coming into town he entered himself as an 
apprentice unto John Winslow and Nathaniel Thogas, and in 1639 formed a 
copartnership with John Carver for planting and farming. In 1652 was a 
surveyor of highways, and from this tise his name was mentioned in connection 
with town affairs and in various public aatters. Winslow, in his history of 
Duxbury speaks o hia as ‘the enterprising ancestor of an enterprising family 
whose descendants have been numerous, and most of thea resided in town’. 
He narried late in life, probably a'de la Noye'(afterwards called DELANO)

GEORGE SOULE, born in England probably between 1593 and 1600, died in DUXBURY 
before 22 Jan 1679 when his inventory was taken by EDWARD SOUTHWORTH and THOMAS 
DELANG. The tentative dates for his birth are based on his signing of the 
MAYFLOWER COMPACT in 1620 and his death in 1679. As a signer of the Compact te 
aust have been twenty, the known age of Gilbert Winslow. Since a life span of 
eighty-five was rare in those days he was bern not auch earlier than 1593, 

His wife was probably Mary Bucket (Beckett) who arrived aboard ANNE 31 July 
1623. They were married abt 1426. 

GEORGE SOULE joined in London a company of adventurers off te the New World. 
His status is clearly established as a “servant” te relatively wealthy EDWARD 
WINSLOW, PILGRIM who was a Signer also of the famed MAYFLOWER COMPACT 11 NCY 
1420. 

Unlike some of his colleagues, he never returned to his homeland. However, 
suffice to say that he became a relatively well-to-do leader, business man and 
office holder in the PLYMOUTH COLONY. As early as July 1427 was one of a group 
of fifty-eight 'PUCHASER or OLD COMERS' who assumed PLYMOUTH COLONY'S debt to 
‘The Adventurers’, the promoters and capitalists who financed the voyage of 

the MayFlower.
